Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the indication of allowability of the 
claimed invention. In response to the Examiner's Statement of Reason for Allowance in the 
Notice of Allowance of May 18, 2006, Applicants respectfully submit the following 
comments. 

In the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance on page 2 of the Notice of 

Allowance mailed May 18, 2006, paragraph 2 states in part: 

The above claims are allowable because the prior art of 
record fails to disclose, in combination with the other claim 
limitations; a directional ground relay configured to determine 
the direction of a fault in a three-phase power transmission 
line, using a plurality of voltage and current values from the 
power transmission line, in a zero-phase sequential circuit 
calculation unit to calculate a zero-phase sequential current 
based upon the current detected from the power transmission 
line, and a phase-comparison unit configured to compare the 
phase of the zero-phase sequential current to the phase of any 
phase voltage and determine if the zero-phase sequential 
current is within a predetermined range and to output the phase 
of the voltage in which a forward ground fault has occurred.
